Diphtheria—tts Treatment. 


Read before the County Society of Physicians and Surgeons, San Francisco, California, 
by A.S TUCHLER, M. D. 


Notwithstanding the much talked 


_ of antitoxin treatment and the lauded 


reports of its wonderful cures, we have 
a drug in specific medicine echinacea 
or its clearer product echafolta, when 
combined with the indicated sedative, 
is far superior and more certain in its 
results than the modern fad, in the 
treatment of diphtheria. The anti- 
toxin treatment has had the effect of 
modifying the harshness of the old 
method of treatment. The lower per- 
centage of mortality no doubt being 
due in part to the more gentle means 
employed. 

In a resume of the treatment of this 
dreaded disease during this winter’s 
epidemic, we simply desire to impress 
txe value of this remedy. 

As soon as called to a case the law 
requires that a test-tube culture of 
‘ve throat be made, which is furnished 
‘» the Board of Health and which 


\.ust be returned to the health office 


microscopical examination. Do 
Lot wait for a verification from. that 
s-urce but proceed immediately with 


t\e treatment. Should the microscop- 


ical investigation be negative, then no 


harm has been, but the patient will 


certainly improve rapidly under the 
following outlined method. | 
The cases referred to range from 


three to eighteen years of age, six in 


all, one adult and five children. The 


membrane, covering the tonsils and 
uvula in the children, disappeared by. 


the fourth or fifth day, while the other 


case took a week, the mucous mem- 
brane of the nose and larynx baving 


been also covered with the membrane, 
the patient, a young lady, having 
catarrh and enlarged tonsils, and be- 
ing somewhat anemic. These cases 
were verified by the microscopist of 
the health department. 


In the first place the strictest clean- 


liness of the surroundings of the pa- 
tient must be observed. A liquid diet 
must be insisted upon, the best being 
milk and limewater, one half ounce of 
the latter to a half cup of milk every 
two hours, either warm or cold. This 
is for adults. The atmosphere of the 
room can be kept disinfected by con- 
tinually boiling equal parts of carbolic 
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acid and water. All dishes, spoons 
and other things, after having been 


used by the patient,should be immedi- 


ately immersed in boiling water, Lime 
chloride or other disinfectant should 
be added to the excreta and removed 
from the room. 

Echafolta corrects the septic condi- 
tion induced by this disease. The 


gangrenous sloughing in the throat 


becomes limited after its administra- 
tion and the membrane gradually dis- 
appears. The capillary circulation of 
the mucous membrane changes quick- 
ly from a dusky hue to a bright red 
color. The peculiar characteristic 
odor of this disease also vanishes by 


its use. Specific medicine phytolacca 


is usually indicated by the glandular 
swelling of the throat and neck. Sp. 
med. aconite or veratum when the 
pulse is small and frequent or bound- 
ing and full, respectively. Sp. m. gel- 
semium may sometimes also be indi- 
cated when the face is flushed, the 
eyes bright, and pulse full. Sp. m. 
sodium sulphite is most always indicat- 
ed by the pale tongue with a dirty 
white and yellow coating. The follow- 
ing prescription however will usually 
suffice: 


Sp. m. avonite gtt. v. 
Sp. m. phytolacca 3 8s. 
Kchafolta (Lloyd) ss. 
Glycerine 
Distilled water to make Ziv. 


Sig: One teaspoonful every hour. 
For children one-half to one one-quar- 
ter of a teaspoonful, according to age. 

Sp. m. sodium sulphite 3i if indicat- 
ed, may be added to the above pre- 
scription with excellent results. Also 


spray the throat with echafolta aq 
hydrogen per oxide. equal parts, with 
a glass and hard rubber automize; 
every hour. These too medicines to 
be administered in alternation every 
half hour, both day and night. This 
must be insisted upon as a conscien- 
tious observance of which will soon 
limit the spread of the membrane and 
promote its expulsion. Three granules 
of aiseniate of strychnine (grain 1-134 
each)should be administered every three 


hours to adults, while for children one 
will be sufficient. The bowels should | 


be kept gently open every day, podo- 
phyllum 2x in one grain doses twice 
daily accomplishing that purpose nice- 
ly. Ice packs can be applied to the 
throat to assist in reducing the enlarg-. 
ed tonsils and glandular swelling 
thereby greatly relieving the distress- 
ed breathing. By the second or third 
day the inflamed margin encircling the 
exudate, will commence to fade and 
the exfoliation of the membrane will © 
gradually take place, leaving a raw or — 
bleeding surface, which will heal nice- 
ly in a few days. The spray solution 
may now be diluted one-half with 
sterilized water and used as _ before, 
but at hourly intervals, in alternation 
with the above. | 

With the healing of the mucous 
membrane, the patient can now be 
placed upon a more substantial diet. 
Where the diphtheritic membrane has 
invaded the nasal cavities, the above 
spray solution can be used with a glass 
dropper, diluted 25 per cent with boi'- 
ing water. It always should be use& 
warm when applied in these cavities. 
Should the exudate extend to the 
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SOME SURGICAL CASES. 


lsvynx, the above solution should also 
be sprayed with a steam atomizer and 
inualed deeply every two or three 
hours apart. 

Under no circumstances should a 
swab or a brush of any kind be used 
in the throat. It only causes irritation 
of the already inflamed mucous mem- 
brane, and a consequent spread of the 
exudate. Spraying the throat is a 
gentle and effective method, especially 
with children, since no roughness nor 
harshness is necessary, the tip of the 


atomizer between the teeth being quite 


sufficient while spraying. Keep the 
patient in bed at least a week after

the disappearance of the diphtheritic 
membrane. 

With the above outlined treatment, 
we have succesfully avoided the neces- 
sity of signing a death certificate from 
this dreaded disease. This same treat- 
ment can be used in any inflammatory 
condition of the throat with surprising 


results, very frequently aborting a 


tonsillar abscess. 
As a prophalactic, we usually admin- 
echafolta in five drop doses four times 


daily to all adults in the family where 
diphtheria exists; also to children in 


proportion according to age.

Case VIII. Mr. C—,a young man, 


doing oltice work, had a burning pain 


in end of fourth toe on right foot. 
Kxamination revealed no cause for the 
pain; and as it was so severe as to bad- 
ly cripple him, I advised removal, to 
which he readily consented. I ampu- 
tated the toe at the metatarso-phalan- 
geal joint, with immediate and perma- 
nent relief. He soon returned to his 


ome in a country town, and reports 


iis foot as now well. 

Case IX. This was a very interest- 
‘ng case; being a little child just be- 
sinning to walk, Had been circum- 


ised by another physician in such a 
vay that he was, according to the 
statement of parents, worse than be- 
The interesting feature of this 


rore. 


case was the inability of the child to 


use one of his legs in a natural way, 


which caused him to be constantly 


falling. I broke up the preputial ad- 


hesions, dissected off a ring of cica- 
tricial tissue, the result of previous 


operation and freed the glans. The 


child has since grown robust and uses 


his limbs alike. 


Case X. This was a case from 


which I have just returned, being call- 
ed to it since beginning this paper. 
It proved to be of profound interest 


to me, associated with deep regrets. 


Mrs. L—. a young married lady who 


had had no children, but had missed 
menstruation the second time; was 
seized with a pain in the abdomen. 
She called on one of our leading phy- 
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‘sicians who examined her and prescrib- 


ed for her, telling her to return, later, 
for further examination; that he be- 
heved that she was pregnant. This 
she failed to do. This was about a 
week ago. Today, while she and her 
husband were sitting shelling peas for 
their noon meal, she was seized with 


an agonizing pain in the abdomen and — 


soon showed decided palor. Her hus- 
band went out for medical aid and 
called on two or three different doc- 
tors, but for some reason none would 
come, one stating that he was afraid it 


was an abortion case. Finally, at 


about 4 p. m. Doctor B—, was called, 
and finding her in a peculiar condition 
he called in Doctor V—, who was also 
puzzled over the case, and they agreed 
to send for me. I reached the bed- 
side at about 5.30 p.m. I found her 
pulseless, lips blanched, extremities 
cold. On vaginal examination I found 
no distinct bulging in Douglas’ punch; 
but the uterus and appendages were 


all crowded down en masse. To the 


left of the uterus, about mid-way be- 
tween the uterus and left ovary, was 
a small mass about as large as a mouse. 
I diagnosed a tubal pregnancy with a 
ruptured sac, I was now in a quandary 


- as to what was best todo. I thought 
if she were left lying quietly, there 


was a possibility for the hemorrhage to 
cease, while if I moved her, it might 
increase the flow of blood. But she 
was not ina house where such an op- 
eration could be properly doue; hence 
I thought she would better be moved 
before her case became so critical that 
she could not be moved. The next 
question was how to move her with 


least likelyhood of increasing the hem. 
orrhage. Being within a few blocks 
of a sanitarium, I sent there for a 
stretcher and had her carriep to that 
institution. We began at once to use 
every known method to bring on a re. 
action, or at least to get a perceptible 
pulse, when I intended to operate. 
Normal-salt solution, subcutaneously, 
hypodermics of strychnia, atropine, 
morphine, glonin, and rectal injec- 
tion of whiskey were all to no purpose. 
Now the question arose whether or 
not to operate while she was laboring 
under such profound shock, and ex- 
haustion from the loss of biood. Doc- 
tor B—, also a surgeon, happened to 
be at the hospital when the patient 
arrived. He as well as all others, who 
saw her said she would die if given an 
anaesthetic, and thought that operat- 
ing was out of the question; but 
thought if left alone there was a posi- 
BILITY that the hemorrhage would stop, 
at least long enough for a reaction. 
While I was loath to stand by and 
witness the end, without giving her 
whatever benefit she might derive from 
surgical measures, I knew that accord- 
ing to ail surgical experience, what 
was said against operating was true. 
but could I have known that nature 


would not come to her relief, I would. 


have operated regardless of her condi- 
tion, even though she had died on tlie 
operating table; and thus have given 
her the one chance she had for her 
life. 

Looking at the case from the lig!t 
of the present, I am exceedingly sory 
that I did not operate; and in future. 
I shall operate as soon asI am positi‘°

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of my diagnosis, whatever the condi- 
tion of the patient may be. 

This makes the sixth case that I 
have seen in sixteen months. One was 
dead when I saw it, another died 
shortly after my arrival, before any- 
thing could be done, and this case 
just reported, being the three fatal. 
The other three were operated on and 
all recovered. 

The other cases that I have seen, 
where the rupture occurred not later 
than the fourth week, the hemorrhage 

was very slow. But in the case just 
reported it was exceedingly rapid. 
The post mortem showed the whole 
abdominal cavity fill with fluid blood. 
The tear in the fatal tumor was 


transversly, cutting the growth half 


in two. 


This patient had shown none of the 
symptoms of a normal pregnancy; and 
the only symptom that she had had of 
a tubal pregnancy —up to the time of 
the fatal seizure—was an acute pain, 
accompanied by an indefinable weight 
and uneasiness in the lower abdomen. 
When the fatal attack came on she be- 
gan menstruating, which, I suppose, 
led to the befief that she was 
aborting. 

Had the goody-goody doctor, who 
was afraid of getting his nose into 
some other doctor’s mess, gone to this 
poor woman’s relief, her life could 
have been easily saved; providing he 
would have recognized her condition. 


Some Conclusions Drawn from Experiences in 


Pelvic Surgery.

With an increasing experience in 
operating work, one comes to the con- 


clusion that simplicity is a factor of. 


greatest importance. Elaborate pre- 
paratory arrangements for operations 


are not always possible—in fact, not 


necessary except in extraordinary 
cases, The improvement in statistics 
to-day is due more to scrupulous atten- 
tion to cleanliness than to manuel dex- 
terity. We should adopt a system in 
our work, and carry out the same in 
every detail, if success is to crown our 
surgical efforts. 

Eliminating unnecessary details, the 


following technique has been used for 


the past few years, with satisfaction: 
When possible, two hours before the 
operation the patient is given on an 
empty stomach 30 or 40 grains of 
bismuth subnitrate. This has the hap- 
py effect of relieving nearly all the 
gaseous distension, the intestines pre- 
senting a collupsed appearance, In- 
struments are boiled in a 1 per cent 
soda solution for a few minutes, the 
ligatures, previously sterilized by boil- 


ingin alcohol, are boiled again in pure 


water, together with the cotton, 


gauze, pad andsponges. The patient, 
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thoroughly cleansed, is covered with 
sterilized operating sheets, all the sur- 
roundings being covered with the 
same, These sheets are in size one 
yard square, a generous supply being 
carried to each operation, even in my 
hospital work, as the system is not 
disturbed when the operations are 
performed in emergency in the private 
dwellings of the well-to-do or in alleys 
and attics. My good results attained 
in the presence of unclean, and at 
times filthy surroundings, are due in a 
measure to this procedure. . These 
spread cloths are placed in position in 


the same manner and almost as quickly 


as a salvage corps would spread their 
tarpaulins. | 
The incision should be primarily 
short, and only enlarged to meet the 
demands of the case. It will be found 


that equally as good and complete 


work is accomplished through short 
incisions with practice. When bis- 


muth has been given before the opera- 
tion, the intestines seldom interfere by — 


showing an inclination to escape from 
the abdomen. Evisceration of the in- 


testines is an accident that demands 


immediate attention. The simple 


towel method of reduction of escaping 


loops of intestines merits recommen- 


Form a sack by slipping the

ganglia. Avoid ligating 
reason. 
In enucleating pus-tubes and ovar- 


ian abscesses, a starting-point is best 


secured posteriorly, the difficulties 


being materially lessened. More than 
once have I seen poky operators grop- 
ing about like the blind, starting at 
this point, then at that, wasting valu- 
able time in efforts at enucleation. 
The patient in other hands might 


have been placed back in bed and 


started on the road to convalescence 
but for the ignorance of this impor- 
tant point. Rapid and at the same 
time careful work is a factor of the 
greatest importance in all surgical 
work, especially when intra-abdom- 
inal. 

It has been stated by those in high 
places and in authority that, ‘that in 
these days of anesthesia time is of 


little importance.” I protest against 


against such teaching. The anesthetic 
per seis a dangerous element. Con- 
trast the results of rapid and at the 
same time caraful operators with the 
hesitating work of others. 

The subject of drainage has been 
The tendency 
at present is to do away with the tube. 
I am afraid we cannot. The world’s 
best records have been made by oper- 
ators using the tube. Why should we 
then discard it? An operator, self- 
styled, with an experience of three 
cases Of pelvic surgery, once told me 
he never used the tube. What right 
had he to set up an opinion sweepingly 
condemning its use? When to drain 
and when not to drain cannot be 
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»roperly and definitely answered to 


the satisfaction of all. Personally, I 
believe in draining: (1) All acute 
and chronic septic cases. (2) When 
numerous adhesions are present, es- 
pecially adhesions presenting broad 
- surfaces that bleed freely. (38) Where 
the abdomen has been flushed in the 


presence of hemmorrhage. (4) Al- 
ways in extra-uterine pregnancy 
Cases. 


Is it advisable to flush the abdomen? 
Individually, | am most emphatic in 
favor of flushing, if indications for 
sponging are presented as an alterna- 
tive. A free flushing occasions less 
insult to the peritoneum than a 
sponging of pus and other fluids of a 
doubtful nature. Itis not reasonable 
to believe that a thorough sponging is 
less irritable to the delicate serosa 
than a simple irrigation. The idea of 
disseminating microorganisms by irri- 
gating fluidsis offset by the vaccina- 
tion of the delicate peritoneal surface 
with a sponge laden with the same 
germs, if germs be present. 

The gauze tamponade on more than 
one occasion has served a good pur- 
pose. Several lives were probably 
saved by its application. I have 
never hesitated to use the tamponade 


when the choice lay between it and — 


tedious, difficult ligation of sharply 
bleeding points. A 5 per cent iodo- 


form gauze is used, simply passing 


irom the original package one end of 
the gauze roll intothe most dependent 
part, and tucking in at the irregular 
Spaces. In this manner more than a 
yard has been frequently used, the 
same being left for some hours, often

several days. 

Simplicity of method in closing the 
abdomen seems most proper. Why 
spend only a few moments in perform- 
ing an operation and thirty or forty 
minutes in closing the incision, using 
the theoretical plan of some idealist or 
arm-chair authority, lacking practical 
With sutures cut long, 
the half-curved Hagedorn needle is 
introduced less than half an inch from 
the skin margin, penetrating it, and is 
passed well out, including plenty of 
muscle. The needle point is then 
carried in, to within less than a fourth 
of an inch from the cut peritoneal mar- 
gin, carried through, using the reverse 
order on the opposite side. The sutures 
are introduced a trifile over half an 
inch apart, no inversion of skin and 
eversion of peritoneum taking place. 
Immediately before closure of the in- 
cision sufficient irrigating fluid is often 
poured into the abdomen to float the 
intestines into natural position, the 


omentum always being carefully ad- 


justed. 

Stitch-hole abscesses merit more at- 
tention than is usually paid to them. 
Their presence causes graat discom- 
fort to the patient as an immediate ef- - 
fect; the more remote effect, by their 
burrowing and weakening the line of 
incision, making them directly causa- 
tive agents of ventral hernia. A post- 
operative hernia is the opprobrium of 
the surgeon, the source of dissatisfac- 
tion, and engenderer of bitter feelings 
on the part of a patient who might 
have been grateful. Do a section and 
save a life, let the operation be follow- 
ed by a hernia, and the fact of a life — 
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having been saved is forgotten. Such 


patients will go forth and advertise 
the misfortune to your discredit. I 
have had such hernias and 1 think 
every honest operator will say the 
same, no matter what method of clos- 
ing the abdomen has been adopted. 
Whenever such cases are met with, ad- 
vise immediate closure, relieving tbe 
discomfort of the patient, and also stop 


a bad advertisement. Some comfort. 


may be derived from the fact that this 
new field is opened up for the exercise 
of our art, in the closure of post-oper- 
ative hernias. Indeed, they are so 
numerous that one could make a lucra- 


tive practice ofthe same. It is well to 


operate early in these cases, before 
great change has occurred in the tis- 
sues, especially in the muscles. The 
technique of operation in ventral 


hernias is simple; an elliptical excision 


of the the line of incision, including a 
little of the surrounding tissues, and 
all redundant skin, accurate coapta- 


tation, and enforced recumbency for 


three to five weeks. The results ob- 
tained were all that could be desired in 
the cases operated on. 

A careful study of cases of pyo- 
salpingitis and pelvic collections of 
pus only confirms my belief that the 
rational treatment is by abdominal 
section and complete removal of the 
disease. Vaginal incision in these 


cases has but a very contracted place 


in the surgery of pus in the pelvic 
basin, and to my mind is unsurgical. 

The removal of the uterus with ap- 
pendages for affections other than can- 
cerous disease, or where definite turn- 
ors are not present (such as diseases of 


acute or chronic inflammatory nature), 
is taking a step toofar. It is carrying 
out asurgical exercise to an unwar- 
ranted extent, and merits condemna- 
tion. 


Concerning the appendix and the 


diseases of the iliac fossa, my conclu- 


sions are to the highest degree radical. 
I have no regrets to offer for the cases 
of appendicitis operated upon, many 
regrets for some not operated upon. 
The sooner all cases of appendicitis 


are subjected to operation the better. 


Osler dismisses the subject of medical 
treatment in this disease with the 
frank statement that there is no med- 
ical treatment, and this is probably the 
correct view to take. When early op- 
eration becomes the rule, surgery will 
not come in for so much reproach on 


Laparotomy Will Cure Tubercular 
Peritonitis. 


Translated from Russian Medical Journal by 
DR. W. SUNBURNT, San Francisco. 


This was discovered by Spencer 
Wels in 1862, who opened a woman’s 
abdomea with the intention to remove 
an ovarian cyst. He found no cyst, as 
it was a case of tubercular peritonitis 
and the patient recovered. 1864 Konig 
corroborated success by another such 
accident. 

1885 Mosetig-Moorbof mistook a 
convolution of a bowel for a tumor and 
also found that it was tubercular peri- 


tonitis. Laparotomy cured this patient. 


1890, Konig, from 131 cases of lap- 
arotomy performed for the cure of 
tubercular peritonitis reports, 65 per. 
cent perfectly cured, 17 per. cent im- 
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proved, 3 per. cent dying from oper- 
tion. Since then laparotomy is practic- 
«das a cure for tubercular peritonitis. 
The reason why the operation cures 
isa matter of dispute among many, 
and is somewhat interesting to hear 
different authorities. 
_ Weinstein—curative effect due to 
removal of the exudate. 
Cameron Huddersfield—by removal 
of ptomains with the exudate, which is 
a feeding product for the bacilli. 


Vande Warker—by the incision the 


inflammatory process is arrested. 

Fehling—by the opening of the ab- 
domen a new microbe enters there and 
destroys the tubercle bacilli.

make exploratory incisions than to 
assume the risks of delay.

Back Numbers. 


Carron oil, iodoform and vicric acid 
are back numbers in the treatment of 
burns. Carron oil possesses no anti- 


septic qualities whatever, while 
iodoform, owing to its strong toxic 
effects and odor, is very objectionabie 
to the patient, and in some Cases 
dangerous to use. 

In regard to treating burns with 
picric acid, its disadvantages are: 
staining of the hands and_ bed clothes, 
and its utter uselessness in allaying 
the inflammation or assisting in 
granulation. Then again: Walther in 
the Gazette, Hebon de Medicine et de 
Chirugical reports a case of two 
children he treated for burns with 
compresses of picric acid, in which 
there was much pain, severe smarting, 
and vomiting. A second application 
was made, with the same result, and 
this mode of dressing had to be 
discontinued.

For several years I have beeh think- 
ing of writing up some of my exper- 
ience with this valuable drug. I have 
seen but little said about it, and feel 
sure thatit is not in as common use as 
it should be. It is a golden liquid, and 
is prepared as follows: 

Take quick lime 34 and washed 
sulphur 3 8, and mix in 5 pints of 
water, and boil down to three pints. 
Filter, and bottle carefully. It will 
mix in certain proportions with various | 
oils, and is valuable in that form for 
But it will mix nicely with 
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glycerine in any proportion desired, 
and can be used in most cases where 
the oil mixture would be applicable. 

My first notice of this article and its 
preparation was a quotationfrom some 
foreign journal, in which it was 
claimed that smallpox patients who 
were painted with the pure “sulphv- 
calcine,’ would not pit, and that its 
antiseptic and germicidal effect was so 
great that no deaths occurred in cases 
thus treated. I have not had any ex- 
perience in smallpox, with it, but 
doubt not that it would save most 
cases if given internally also, in one 
one-drop doses every hour. Its odor 
is against it, being somewhat sug- 
gestive of gehenna. But its value is 
so great that I manage to fix it up 
in acceptable shape. 


I use it more locally than internally, 


as the tablets of sulphide calcium do 
well for internal use. Hither in full 
strength or combined with one part of 
glycerine to three of the medicine, I 


use it on all dry forms of skin diseases 
in connection with tbe proper internal 


treatment. 

In some cases of tertiary syphilis it 
has been the means of giving me a vic- 
tory, where years of defeat had followed 
the treatment of predecessors. Nothing 
is as good for acne, that I know of, 
and seldom any internal treaiment is 
needed, Apply it freely at night. Its

Catgut Ligatures. 


The source of the catgut liyvature of 
the present day is the intestine of the 
sheep. In ancient times the makers of 
violins employed the intestines ol 
felines for strings, and it is stated that 
in ancient Rome violin strings were 
manufactured from the intestines of 
the lions and tigers that were killed in 
the arena. Another origin of the term 
“Catgut,’ as applied to fiddle- 
strings, is the name “kitgut,” or “‘kit- 
string,” as ‘kit’ was an ancient nae 
for fiddle or violin. 

The use of animal ligatures for sut- 
gical sutures is by no means a new *- 
vention. It is stated that they w°" 


used as early as the first century. 


History shows that they were used 
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ore extensively in the fourth century, 


ad Ambrose Pare introduced them 
arew in the sixteenth century. To 
L'ster belongs the credit of preparing 
entgut by antiseptic means. Various 
modern surgeons have been concerned 
in the introduction of other animal 
‘issues for ligatures, such as kangaroo 
sinews, deer sinews, and thosefrom the 


ox. Mouse’s tail has been utilized, and 


the ear of the rabbit. 

Such ligatures are not without their 
dangers. When not well prepared— 
rendered thoroughly  aseptic—ser- 
ious poisoning of the tissues may fol- 
low their use. Anthrax, to which the 

sheep is liable, has been communicated 
to man through infected catgut liga- 
ture. 

The raw material is prepared under 
circumstances which are discouraging 
to the lover of surgical eleanliness. 
Ill-kept factories, similar to small 
slaughter houses, are devoted, in 
France, to the separating of animal in- 
testines for musical strings, racquet 
strings, whip cords, bow strings, mill 
strings and surgical ligatures, as well 
as to the manufacture of sausage 

Jn the preparation of finished liga- 


tures from this raw material, these 


tubes are first washed in a weak alco- 
hohe solution and the outer coat is 
tabbed and scraped off, after which 
t.ey are twisted into cords, and dried. 
!’ whiteness is desired, they are now 
~ubjected to the fumes of sulphur, 
til bleached, Unevenness is reduced 
by rubbing with emery and pumice 
* one, and when mechanically correct 
te process of sterilization consists of 


percolation with naptha, ether, benzol, 


alcohol, etc., for the removal of blood, 


fat, dirt and other foreign material, 
this being followed by boiling in cumol 
compound or other antiseptic solution 
for the destruction of germs. After 
this, heat is employed for. the removal 
of the antiseptic fluid, and the liga- 


tures are finally packed for the market 


in a sterilizing solution. H. T. W.
